Letter from a Jauesvillc Volunteer. 


The following are extracts from a letter 


written by Edward O.Wright, to his father, 
Jos'tah Wright, in this city : 


CAMP BHTLEB. near Fort Monroe, ) 


June 6th, 1861.

I am sitting on the floor of my tent writ- 


ing this on the bottom of a chair that I 
bore off in triumph from the house of a 
man who claimed to be "Union," but vacat- 
ed his dwelling, leaving nothing but half a 
dozen, slaves, mostly supeianuated, and a 
little furniture.. The colonel has taken 
quarters on the place, pud our camp is only 
a short distance off. 
I hope you will make 


allowances for everything, under the cir- 
cumstances. 


The weather was very fine-coming down,. 


—no sea r.ollingrand very little sickness. 
We hailed with.delight, however, the battle- 
ments of Fort Monroe, and the beautiful 
surrounding"scenery—every man impatient 
to get out of the crowded- ship, and take a 
bath in the-.waters of the Chesapeake.

We forraed'for 
action twice during the night, but both 
proved to be false alarms.

The next day (Sunday) we pitched tents, 


and settled down under regular camp disci- 
pline. The.atmosphere is very balmy^—so 
much so as to be almost sickish when we 
first came, but we arc rapidly becoming ac- 
climated. 


We receive Now York papers daily, and 


thing? about us in some of them, that make 
us laugh to read. 
I have been out on a 


scouting expedition consisting of companies 
A, H, land K; marched ten miles before 
9 o'clock, starting at <i- in the morning; 
reached the secessionists camp which-we 
found deserted, and-returned to camp in 
time for.supper. . Coming back we found a 
creek without any bridge, and without any 
hesitation, officers and men fully equipped, 
plunged in and swam across. A violent 
thunder storm came up at the same time, 
and we were treated to a magnificent show- 
er bath. We had no drill next day, the 
men being occupied in cleaning muskets, 
washing; and drying, clothes, and-fixing up 
generally. 
We were all very anxious to 


ave a brush with the .foe,.and were much 
isappointed when: ordered -to re'turn, after 
nding the enemy's camp vacant. They 
ad 500 men, and-jsix field pieces placed in 
uch a position, after cutting down several 
mall trees, as to 'complb'ely rake a bridge 
Inch- we would have been compelled to 


march over 'to attack them.r We stopped 
t several deserted plantations to refresh, 
arselves with milk, and hoe-cakes .purchas- 
d of the slaves. I waa glad enough to 
•rap myself in my blanket that night and 
IB down to sleep, I assure you. We are 
ending scouting parties out . continually, 
ncl there will be no battle of any note un-

A SLAVE" PEK.—;A correspondent of the 


Rockford Register thus describes the slave 
pen at Alexandria, Va., which was "inva- 
ded" by the U, S. troops, when they took 
possession of that city; 


From the Marshall House we set forward 


to the "slave pen" where the company of 
cavalry -were made prisoners, and a negro 
slave set at liberty who was" found chained 
in the cellar of the pen. The "Pen" be- 
longed to Price, Bnrch & Co. The sign 
reads: "Price, Burch & Co., Dealers in 
Slaves." Here the owners., or managers 
lived in a comfortable house of brick, two 
stories -high. ;0n each., flank of the house 
S*e.walls of brick some twenty feet high, 
extending each way ft;om. the house, some 
forty feet, and some thirty, feet deep,, ten 
feet of the rear side being covered with a 
shed roof. Under the house is a cell se- 
cured by a grated window and astout plank 
door, the .place where the only slave was at 
the time of capture. Herein this cell was 
the place where the iron rings were secured 
in the:floor to which the slaves were fasten- 
'e'd-Mn the east pen was a post where was 
the staple of iron and the thong to tie a re- 
fractory slave for the purpose of punish- 
ment, which is done by causing the slave to 
encircle the post with. his arms, and then 
making his hands fast with a cord. The 
instrument: of punishment was not to be

...THE: MINIE RIFLE. — The first rifle in 
vogue in Prance was the so-called pillar rifle 
of X hoa.veu.in ; but.the.inveiition of' MVMinie 
is the one which has practically revolution; 
ized the'fire'-anns. of the present day. ; The 
improvements macls by M. Minie. are- con- 
fined almost'wholly to the form of the pro- 
jectile, and have very little reference to that 
of the gun out of which it is fired. The 
ball is of an oblong conical form, something 
like an acorn without its cup ; but instead 
of being solid, this cone is hollowed at the 
base into a cup-like form. The advantages 
of this form of projectile are that it offers 
less resistance to the air than a round ball 
would, and' that, having its. center of gravi- 
ty in the foremost part, it has no tendency 
to turn over in its flight ; but its chief mer- 
it, in a military point of view, is that with 
it the rifie can be loaded as easily as the 
ordinary smooth-bored gun, .the forcing of 
the ball into the groves of the barrel being 
effected by the explosion of the gunpowder 
and not by the ramrod. The -form of the 
rifle proper for these conical missiles differs 
very little from those used with the old 
spherical bullet, except that'a three-groov- 
ed rifle has superceded the old two-grooved 
gun, and it is still an unsettled question 
whether four grooves would not be better 
than three. With this weapon the soldier 
can make far better practice at five hundred, 
or even a thousand yards, tbari.:he could 
with the old musket at-one hundred or two 
hundred yards.— The Printer,

EL AFFAIR,—The official report of Gen. 
Bntler, which= we publish an, fulii,t6;day, 
gives the details in a very satisfactory, form 
of the action 'at Big Bethel on Monday 
mornihg.; The intention of Gen. Cutler in 
despatching-the ,body.of .men.runder.TGen'; 
Pierce, wss, to destroy.the batteries.;6re'c£ed 
by. the rebels.at'Big--Bethel,'from which 
point'they had>been, annoying the federal 
troops by scouting parties -for some" time 
past.•• In order to accomplish this'eflecta- 
ally,''it: wa's -necessary first to get possession • 
of Jiittle'Be'thel,.where the outppsts'of.the 
stronger force .behind .were stationed, and 
this was to.have .been done.; by a surprise, 
after which our troops were to have rushed' 
on and taken-,i;he batteries at Big Bethel be- 
fore the rebels :syere aware of .any approach- 
ing attack. But owing to the unfortunate 
mistake.of; Col. Ben'dix's regiment in'firing- 
on the Albany regiment just before reach-. 
tng Little, Bethel, this design was frustrated. 
It appears that the different regiments had: 
made their1 points of; junction at the time 
appointed,', and'had it not been for the, pre- 
cipitancy of Col. Bendix in" opening fire,i 
and .thus alarming'the rebel forces at Little 
Bethel, there is little doubt that the success- 
ful accomplishment of'Gen. Butler's plan 
would have been attained. 
As it was, how-- 


ever,- the:Albany regiment, supposing,that 
they were, caught in aii ambuscade, return-' 
ed the fire of the German regiment, and the 
Zouaves.joined in the combat, thus 'giving 
notice x>f, an .attack to' the outposts'in the 
village. When the federal-troops got into' 
Little. Bethel they found the place vacated. 
The garrison had,fallen back on-; the princi- 
pal' point'of attack—the intrenched camp at 
Big Bethel—and the batteries there .:were 
prepared to receive them when they came 
up. We knpwthe result. .What''was in- 
tended-to be a surprise turned.out to be'nn: 
engagement with terrible oJda against our 
troops, aiid a cantest in which they behaved 
most gallantly, though unable to attain 
their'object from the' want of artillery and 
ammunition. The loss on our side,'how- 
every proves to be less than at first report- 
ed—only fourteen being killed and - about 
forty wounded; and the most ,deplorable 
feature in. the list of killed is that six out 
of the fourteen fell by the fire of their own 
friends in the unfortunate collision before 
daylight'near Little Bethel.—N. Y. Herald,
